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Gl Bill Veto Not Expected To Stick 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President Ford on 


Tuesday vetoed as too inflationary a bill to increase 
educational benefits for 11 million post-Korea and 
Vietnam-era veterans by 22.7 per cent. 


But its backers in Congress expressed confidence 


they can override the veto and declared that Ford 
is getting some bad advice in his vetoes. 


Ford suggested that Congress vote for an in- 


crease of 18.2 per cent, which he has proposed 
repeatedly in recent weeks. But White House 
sources indicated he might accept 20 per cent. 


The President's veto message said his decision 


not to sign the measure "has not been an easy 


one," but he felt it was necessary to avoid adding 
another |SOO million to the budget. 


Press Secretary Ron Nessen, in announcing 


earlier Ford's intention to veto the measure, said 
the President has no doubt that the Democratic- 
controlled Congress would override him. 


And House minority leader John J. Rhodes, R- 


Ariz., said "in my opinion the veto will be 
overridden." The effort will be made first in the 
House next Tuesday and in the Seriate next 
Wednesday. 


Veterans' organizations said they were shocked 


by the action and would have their members con-

Sen. John G. Tower, R-Tex., said Ford was 


"poorly advised." He said there is "virtually no 
sentiment" for sustaining the veto. 


Ford's message to Congress said he considered 


the bill Congress passed "an excessive increase and 
liberalization of veterans' education and training 
benefits." 


In addition to the 22.7 per cent increase, Ford 


objected to two provisions in the bill. One would 
extend GI maximum undergraduate benefits from 
36 to 45 months. The other would establish a 9600-a- 
year direct loan program for veterans who can't get 


Washington (AP) — Regional leaders of 


the United Mine Workers reversing 
themselves, approved a contract offer 
from the coal industry Tuesday and 
agreed to put it to a vote by the union's 
120,000 striking miners. 


UMW President Arnold Miller an- 


nounced the bargaining council's ap- 
proval and said it may be possible to 
reopen the mines sometime next week if 
the membership ratifies the pact. 


The council had rejected the proposed 


contract 21 to 11 earlier in the day but 
within hours reconvened and changed 
position. Miller gave no reason for'the 
change, other than to say it was part of 
the "democratic process working at its 
finest." 


The vote to approve the agreement and 


send it out for ratification was not given. 
However, council member Gene Mitchell 
of Benton, HI. said it was by a wide 
margin. 


Miller said the package, providing 


miners with a 64 per cent increase in 
wages and benefits over the next three 
years, would be explained Saturday to 
district officials at eight regional 


meetings. He said the ratification vote 
may be held as early as Monday. 


"We're going to do everything we can" 


to shorten the ratification process which 
the union had earlier predicted would 
take eight to ten days, Miller said. 


The strike moved into its third week 


Tuesday and has choked off 70 per cent of 
the nation's coal supply. More than 23,000 
workers in the steel and railroad in- 
dustries have been idled by the walkout 
already, and government analysts have 
said as many as 400,000 faced layoffs if 
the strike lasts four weeks. 


The bargaining council reconsidered its 


earlier decision after Miller issued a 
harsh statement critical of the council's 
action and saying that the membership 
should be given the right to vote on the 
contract. 


Chief federal mediator W. J. Usery Jr., 


who was instrumental in persuading the 
coal operators to enlarge their original 
offer last weekend, showed up at UMW 
headquarters to spell out the con- 
sequences of a long strike. However, the 
council reconsidered without hearing 
from Usery. 


Panel Members Say

Disregard Indications

members felt indicated DPI's disregard 
for them included: 


— the fact that neither Dr. Jack Ander- 


son, DPI director until Dec. 1, nor Jack 
Cleavenger, the new acting director, were 
present for-the meeting. 


— the rules and regulations governing 


the community mental health system, 
drawn by DPI, have been finalized by Dr. 
Anderson and sent to the Attorney 
General for approval. 


The committee had asked that it ap- 


prove the rules before Anderson finalized 
them. 


- Dr. Anderson still holds the title of 


deputy director for medical services, 
despite public statements that another 
man has been hired to fill that post. 


Under questioning, Ms. Pam Specht, 


head of DPI's community mental health 
program, said Anderson is still director of 
medical services. State senators had 
voiced opposition to Anderson's holding 
two posts and received assurances that 
one would be hired. 


The man who was hired, Ms. Specht 


said, "directs a department of one. He's 
way out by himself on the organisational 


chart. Dr. Anderson is the actual director 
of medical services." 


Need For Director 


Seacrest said Anderson's departure 


creates the need for a director of medical 
services, since Cleavenger is not qualified 
to hold the post. 


Regarding Anderson and Cteavenger's 


absence, Art Johnson of Scottsbluff said, 
"I came over 400 miles for this meeting, 
and I left my job for the day. 


"When I get here I'd sure like to have 


the boss here to answer some" questions. 
We've got to start working together." 


Ms. Specht said Dr. Anderson had 


another committment and that 
Cleavenger had a conflicting appointment 
with Gov. J. James Exon. 


Regarding the reimbursement for 


travel, she said Cleavenger had deter- 
mined that the community mental health 
boards should be paying those expenses, 
since they are chosen to represent the 
area boards. 


'Hogwash' 


Seacrest called that "hogwash," saying 


he knew of no other advisory committee 
the state does not reimburse. 


The committee also said it wanted in- 


put into the selection of a new DPI direc- 
tor, since the new director's philosophy 
will have a bearing on how the communi- 
ty mental health program proceeds. 


Seacrest remarked, "I don't think he's 


(Exon) going to want or appreciate our 
input.". 


The committee was created by the 


Community Mental Health Act passed by 
the 1974 Legislature. The law switches 
the emphasis in mental health care from 
centralized institutions to community- 
based programs.

Eric Seacrest of North Platte, a 
member of the State Mental Health Ad­ 
visory Committee, said Tuesday, “their 
esteem for this committee is so low that 
DPI won't even pay our (traveling) 
expenses.” 
Disregard Indications 
Other evidence which committee 
members felt indicated DPI’s disregard 
for them included: 
— the fact that neither Dr. Jack Ander­ 
son, DPI director until Dec. 1, nor Jack 
Cleavenger, the new acting director, were 
present for the meeting. 
— the rules and regulations governing 
the community mental health system, 
drawn by DPI, have been finalized by Dr. 
Anderson and sent to the Attorney 
General for approval. 
The committee had asked that it ap­ 
prove the rules before Anderson finalized 
them. 
— Dr. Anderson still holds the title of 
deputy director for medical services, 
despite public statements that another 
man has been hired to fill that post. 
Under questioning, Ms. Pam Specht, 
head of DPI’s community mental health 
program, said Anderson is still director of 
medical services. State senators had 
voiced opposition to Anderson’s holding 
two posts and received assurances that 
one would be hired. 
The man who was hired, Ms. Specht 
said, “directs a department of one. He’s 
way out by himself on the organizational 


chart. Dr. Anderson is the actual director 
of medical services.” 
Need For Director 
Seacrest said Anderson’s departure 
creates the need for a director of medical 
services, since Geavenger is not qualified 
to hold the post. 
Regarding Anderson and Cleavenger's 
absence, Art Johnson of Scottsbluff said, 
“I came over 400 miles for this meeting, 
and I left my job for the day. 
“When I get here I’d sure like to have 
the boss here to answer some questions. 
We’ve got to start working together.” 
Ms. Specht said Dr. Anderson had 
another committment and that 
Geavenger had a conflicting appointment 
with Gov. J. James Exon. 
Regarding the reimbursement for 
travel, she said Geavenger had deter­ 
mined that the community mental health 
boards should be paying those expenses, 
since they are chosen to represent the 
area boards. 
‘Hogwash’

tor, since the new director’s philosophy 
will have a bearing on how the communi­ 
ty mental health program proceeds. 
Seacrest remarked. “I don’t think he’s 
(Exon) going to want or appreciate our 
input.” 
The committee was created by the 
Community Mental Health Act passed by 
the 1974 Legislature. The law switches 
the emphasis in mental health care from 
centralized institutions to community- 
based programs.

Nichol called for the recount, 
which started Monday.

Wednesday.

Washington (AP) — Regional leaders of 
the United Mine Workers reversing 
themselves, approved a contract offer 
from the coal industry Tuesday and 
agreed to put it to a vote by the union’s 
120,000 striking miners. 
UMW President Arnold Miller an­ 
nounced the bargaining council’s ap­ 
proval and said it may be possible to 
reopen the mines sometime next week if 
the membership ratifies the pact. 
The council had rejected the proposed 
contract 21 to 11 earlier in the day but 
within hours reconvened and changed 
position. Miller gave no reason for the 
change, other than to say it was part of 
the “democratic process working at its 
finest.” 
The vote to approve the agreement and 
send it out for ratification was not given. 
However, council member Gene Mitchell 
of Benton, 111. said it was by a wide 
margin. 
Miller said the package, providing 
miners with a 64 per cent increase in 
wages and benefits over the next three 
years, would be explained Saturday to 
district officials at eight regional 


meetings. He said the ratification vote 
may be held as early as Monday. 
“We’re going to do everything we can” 
to shorten the ratification process which 
the union had earlier predicted would 
take eight to ten days, Miller said. 
The strike moved into its third week 
Tuesday and has choked off 70 per cent of 
the nation’s coal supply. More than 23,000 
workers in the steel and railroad in­ 
dustries have been idled by the walkout 
already, and government analysts have 
said as many as 400,000 faced layoffs if 
the strike lasts four weeks. 
The bargaining council reconsidered its 
earlier decision after Miller issued a 
harsh statement critical of the council’s 
action and saying that the membership 
should be given the right to vote on the 
contract. 
Chief federal mediator W. J. Usery Jr., 
who was instrumental in persuading the 
coal operators to enlarge their original 
offer last weekend, showed up at UMW 
headquarters to spell out the con­ 
sequences of a long strike. However, the 
council reconsidered without hearing 
from Usery. 
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Sirica Personally 
Questions Mitchell 


WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. 


District Judge John J. Sirica 
startled the Watergate cover-up 
trial Tuesday by personally 
taking over the questioning of 
defendant and former Atty.

With the jury present. Mitchell 


became the first of the five 
defendants to testify in their 
own defense.

Sirica turned to testimony 


from LaRue, a personal friend of 
Mitchell's, who testified that on 
March 21, 1973, Mitchell urged 
LaRue to make a |75,000 pay- 
ment. 


The judge asked, "All through 


1972 you refused to take part in 
raising money ... why did 
LaRue call you on March 21 to 
ask about the payment to 
' (Watergate conspirator) E. 
Howard Hunt?" 


Mitchell replied, "I think he 


was asking my advice as a 
friend." 


As the exchange continued, 


associate prosecutor James F. 
Neal rose to note that previous 
testimony named Mitchell as 
among those approving the 
payments despite his denials to 
Sirica. 


Pointing at Mitchell, once 


among the most powerful men 
in the government, Neal said, 
"The testimony to date is he did 
it." 


Mitchell angrily responded, 


his voice rising, "Mr. Neal, 
that's about the third shot you've 
taken at me and I resent it." 


The 70-year-old Sirica has 


questioned witnesses from the 
bench before, but never any of 
the five men on trial in the con- 
spiracy case. 


Besides asking Mitchell about 


payments to the original defen- 
dants, Sirica said repeatedly he 
also was puzzled about why 
$199,000 was paid to underwrite 
the original Watergate break-in. 


Musing as much to himself as 


to the court room, Sirica said, "I 
have not yet gotten any satisfac- 
tion in my own mind" about why 
all the Watergate money went 
where it did. 


Despite his persistent 


questioning, Sirica drew only 
repeated denials from Mitchell 
on his knowledge of the cash 
flow. 


Before the jury left, Mitchell 


portrayed himself as a 
peripheral figure to events both 
before and after the original 
break-in. He vigorously denied 
approving a political intelligence 
plan which became the aborted 
break-in at Democratic National 
Committee headquarters. 


Despite testimony by LaRue, 


Mitchell said he never suggested 
using the Central Intelligence 
Agency to short-circuit the early 
FBI investigation 
into 


Watergate. 


Mitchell also said that only 


after the break-in did he learn of 
the previous illegal operations 
by Hunt and laddy, such as the 
1971 break-in at the office of 
Daniel Ellsberg's psychiatrist.

Train proposed the regulations 
last August after the Sierra Club 
won a Supreme Court decision 
forbidding “ sig n ificant 
deterioration” of existing clean 
air. 
But Train’s proposal was to es­ 
tablish three different categories 
of clean-air regions: Class I, 
where existing air quality would 
be protected; Class II, allowing 
moderate change under tough 
protective controls; and Class 
ni. where development would 
be permitted.

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Budget Austerity Ahead

Most Nebraskans rejoice in the fact 


that they have traditionally had frugal state 
government. 


We would be hard pressed to point to a 


genuinely spendthrift 
governor or 


legislative session. And if one has wanted 
to outspend the other, it would be a case of 
the one being less penurious, rather than 
more profligate, than the other. 


So it comes as no great surprise that 


Gov. Exon is hinting at an "austere" 
executive budget for the next fiscal year; 
austerity is his style and it has served him 
well in the political arena. It is also 
something that is welcome and befitting 
the times. 


Although the governor has been a little 


too stingy in the past about recommending 
funds for some state programs which in our 
opinion deserved more, we'll support him 
this time if, as he says, the budget reflects 
the "legitimate needs" of the state. 


Because it is important, as Exon 


noted, that "government should start fur- 
nishing the lead if we are going to do 
something in the fight against inflation." 
Government at the federal level seems to 
be almost helpless to curtail spending. The 
pressure from competing needs and pork 
barrelling makes budget cutting something 
far easier to talk about than to do and there 
is almost no hope for budget sanity at the 
federal level when there is no leadership, 
either in the executive or legislative 
branches. 


At the state level, things could be 


different. 


Hopefully the Legislature will hew to 


its normal conservative fiscal line and not 
try to outspend Exon just to be different. 
The Unicameral should not rubber stamp 
an austere executive budget, but it should 
practice an added measure of restraint this 
year when it comes to appropriations. 


If there is a time for hold-the-line or 


bare bones budgeting, this would be it. 


It Drags On And On 


Despite his recent dip in the public opi- 


nion polls, Nelson Rockefeller still retains 
the confidence of a majority of Americans 
and their desire is that he be confirmed as 
vice president. 


But Rockefeller is still being tried in 


Congress on his wealth and abortion and 
Attica, and not on his overall record as a 
public servant. 


When the extremists at either end of 


the political spectrum get done with him, 
he'll still be confirmed in our judgment. It 
is just that it has taken too long a time and 
it poses a question: at this point in our 
national life, who could stand the test of 
public opinion any better than 
Rockefeller? Who could come through con- 
gressional hearings unscathed? 


Nobody else in our opinion. Anyone so 


inoffensive or with such a spotless record 
as to not invite criticism or escape having. 
enemies would be denied high office 
because we don't like being governed by 
perfect strangers. 


If Rockefeller has his enemies, so does 


anyone else President Ford might be 
disposed to name. The process of 
nominating and denying could be endless. 


The Senate apparently overwhelmingly 


approves of Rockefeller's nomination, but 
the House, not to be upstaged, insists on 
duplicating to the letter the investigation of 
Rockefeller's life history. Drawing this 
thing out has been destructive to public 
morale and it could turn out to be a 
dangerous thing. In our eagerness to strip 
bare the careers of our public officials, we 
have become too cavalier about leaving the 
job of stand-by president unfilled.

WASHINGTON - With time on his 


hands - literally - Sen. Roman Hruska 
looked across the Senate aisle expectant- 
ly. He wanted to know if anyone on the 
other side cared to use some of his time.

missed by the tourists in the gallery. 


But what the Nebraska Republican had 


done was to make a kind of concession 
that President Ford is in trouble with 
Congress.

Treasury Secretary William E. 
Simon says the United States 
may be facing the longest reces- 
sion of the postwar period but 
that it doesn't require a change 
in administration economic 
policy. 


The longest previous postwar 


recession extended 13 months 
from July 1953 to August 1954. 
The current recession is the sixth 
since World War H. 


Simon disputed the White 


House view that the country is 
not now in a recession but is 
moving into one. "We're not 
sinking into a recession; we're in 
a recession," he said in an inter- 
view. 


He said he expects the current 


recession will be worse in some 
areas than some previous 
recessions, and did not rule out 
entirely that it could be worst 
since the war. 


Unemployment will rise to 7 


per cent by late spring, Simon 
said, which means about 900,000 
more jobless workers. The un- 
employment rate now is about 6 
per cent of the labor force. 


He said the economic decline

U.S. Registers

Trade Surplus 


Washington (UPI) - The 


United States registered a sur- 
prising trade surplus of $29.4 - 
million in October to indicate 
the economy has assimilated and 
is now passing on higher oil 
prices to world markets, 
Commerce Department data 
showed Tuesday. 


The first surplus in six months 


followed a $233 million deficit in 
September and a $1.1 billion 
deficit' in August, the depart- 
ment said.

The six-year National Mass 


Transportation Assistance Act 
will provide federal funds "to 
meet transit needs for the rest of 
the decade.,, at a cost which is 
not inflationary," Ford said at 
an East Room ceremony 
attended by congressmen, 
mayors and governors. 


The bill marks the first time 


that federal funds have been 
used to' finance transit 
operations. A total of $3.9 billion 
in operating subsidies is 
authorized over the period 1975- 
80. 


The other $7.9 billion in the 


bill continues the present capita 
grant program for the construe 
tion of new transit systems anc 
the purchase of subway cars 
track, buses and other items 
needed to upgrade or expand old 
systems.

Vladivostok sum­ 
mit meeting with President 
Ford, and particularly with 
prospects for a new agreement 
on limiting offensive strategic 
nuclear arsenals. 
Brezhnev admitted there was 
less progress on the Middle East, 


contending that the situation 
there “is far from improved but, 
on the contrary, becomes all the 
more explosive.” 
With Palestinian leader Yasir 
Arafat visiting Moscow, 
Brezhnev reaffirmed Soviet sup­ 
port of the Palestinian right “to 
creation 
of

statehood.” 
The 68-year-old Soviet leader 
was speaking in Ulan Bator, 
capital of Mongolia, on the 50th 
anniversary of Mongolia's 
pronouncement as a people’s 
republic. 
Faithful Ally 
Brezhnev was given an 
enthusiastic welcome in 
Mongolia, which is trying to 
show that it is the Soviet Union’s 
faithful ally. His speech in the 
hall of the Khural (parliament) 
was frequently interrupted by 
rhythmic applause, cries and 
cheers of “ Brezhnev” and 
“friendship.” 
In his speech, Brezhnev con­ 
tended that Moscow was ready 
to reach agreement with China 
on terms suitable to the Soviet 
Union. 
Mongolian leader Yumzhagin 
Tsedenbal took a harsher line on 
China when he spoke. Chinese 
Ambassador Chan Wei-lei 
walked out of the hall as Tseden­ 
bal accused Peking of creating 
“smouldering hotbeds of war 
and tension” in Asia. 
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Recession M ay Be 
Worst Since Big War 


W ASHINGTO N (A P ) - 
Treasury Secretary William E. 
Simon says the United States 
may be facing the longest reces­ 
sion of the postwar period but 
that it doesn’t require a change 
in administration economic 
policy. 
The longest previous postwar 
recession extended 13 months 
from July 1953 to August 1954. 
The current recession is the sixth 
since World War II. 
Simon disputed the White 
House view that the country is 
not now in a recession but is 
moving into one. “We’re not 
sinking into a recession; we’re in 
a recession,” he said in an inter­ 
view. 
He said he expects the current 
recession will be worse in some 
areas than some previous 
recessions, and did not rule out 
entirely that it could be worst 
since the war. 
Unemployment will rise to 7 
per cent by late spring, Simon 
said, which means about 900.000 
more jobless workers. The un­ 
employment rate now is about 6 
per cent of the labor force. 
He said the economic decline 
will exceed the 1.5 per cent slow­ 
down of the 1969-70 recession, 
but it was too early to say 
whether it would surpass the 3.9 


per cent post-war record decline 
of 1957-1958. 
Simon argued that the 
worsening economic situation 
was not completely unexpected 
at the time President Ford an­ 
nounced his new economic 
program in October. 
Not counting the effects of the 
coal strike, Simon said, “The 
economy is in ... the lower end 
of the zone of what we expected, 
but still within the zone.” 
The coal strike will bring 
about a sharper economic slow­ 
down, however, he argued. 


U.S. Registers 
$29.4 Million 
Trade Surplus 


Washington (UPI) — The 
United States registered a sur­ 
prising trade surplus of $29 4 
million in October to indicate 
the economy has assimilated and 
is now passing on higher oil 
prices to world markets, 
Commerce Department data 
showed Tuesday. 
The first surplus in six months 
followed a $233 million defiat in 
September and a $1.1 billion 
deficit in August, the depart­ 
ment said.

Peking — Secretary' of State

The Chinese delegation was 
headed by Teng Hsiao-ping, a 
deputy premier, performing the 
role filled by Premier Chou En- 
lai on Kissinger's six previous 
visits to China. Kissinger paid a 
brief call on Chou in the 
hospital. 


Teng, a former secretary 
general of the Communist Party 
who was purged during the 
cultural revolution, was in dis­ 
grace when Kissinger first 
visited China in July 1971. 
Seated on Kissinger’s right 
throughout the three sessions of 
formal talks was Donald 


Rumsfeld, 
President Ford’s 
White House chief of staff. 
American 
officials said 
Rumsfeld had come along on the 
trip at the last minute in order to 
gain some “exposure" to China. 
His presence had no 
further 
significance, they said. 
Although he briefed the 
Chinese on the Vladivostok 
talks, Kissinger has been in­ 
sisting that his visit here had 
been arranged before the sum­ 
mit in Siberia and was not 
planned to reassure the Chinese. 
Vladivostok is only some 35 
miles from the Chinese frontier 
and there has been speculation 
that the Chinese might have 
been piqued by the presence of 
the two “superpowers” on their 
doorstep and the impression it 
was creating that they were not 
being taken into account. 
American officials say no such 
irritation was ever conveyed to 
them.

Congressional Reaction 
To Accord 'Favorable' 
W ASHINGTO N 
(A P) - 
Congressional leaders were 
reported to have reacted 
favorably Tuesday to President 
Ford's briefing on the proposed 
nuclear arms agreement with 
the Soviet Union 
Sen. J. Strom Thurmond, R- 
S.C., a frequent critic of U.S.- 
Soviet negotiations emerged 
from a 1 Va-hour meeting at the 
White House predicting that the 
tentative accord reached at 
Vladivostok with Soviet party 
leader Leonid I. Brezhnev 
probably would win Senate ap­ 
proval. Senate Republican Whip 
Robert P. Griffin told newsmen 
that he was satisfied with the 
agreement and that the reaction 
of other members had been 
“very favorable.” 
However, two key senators not 
present for the briefing 
remained skeptical of the accord 
that reportedly would allow the 
U.S. to increase its array of 
nuclear arms slightly while 
requiring the Soviets to scale 
down their arms program. 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, the 
Senate's most outspoken critic of 
U.S.-Soviet policy, said 
Americans should not be led to 
believe that the Ford-Brezhnev 
agreement will bring about an 
arms reduction. “ This will make, 
possible the addition of 
thousands of nuclear warheads,” 
said Jackson, who had received a

Sov iet Union 
In Bombers 
London (UPI) — The Soviet 
Union has significant superiority 
over the United States in antiair­ 
craft defenses but the United 
States has a big margin in 
manned intercontinental 
bombers, the authoritative 
Jane’s All the World’s Aircraft 
said Tuesday. 
In a foreword to the 1974-75 
edition, Jane’s editor John W.R. 
Taylor said the current dis­ 
mantling of U.S. defenses 
against air attack is responsible 
for Soviet superiority in this 
field. 
He estimated the United 
States has only 500 aging in­ 
terceptors and no surface-to-air 
missiles compared with the 
Soviet Union’s more than 2,500 
interceptors and 9.800 SAM 
launchers. 
But he said the United States 
has 500 intercontinental 
bombers compared with the 
Soviet Union's 140.

Transit 
Subsidies 
Bill Signed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Ford signed an $11.8-billion 
mass transit bill Tuesday that is 
designed to foster continued 
operation of the nation’s sub­ 
ways and commuter lines and 
help build new ones. 
The six-year National Mass 
Transportation Assistance Act 
will provide federal funds “ to 
meet transit needs for the rest of 
the decade.. at a cost which is 
not inflationary,” Ford said at 
an East Room ceremony 
attended by congressmen, 
mayors and governors. 
The bill marks the first time 
that federal funds have been 
used to finance transit 
operations. A total of $3.9 billion 
in operating subsidies is 
authorized over the period 1975- 
80 


The other $7.9 billion in tbe 
bill continues the present capital 
grant program for the construc­ 
tion of new transit systems and 
the purchase of subway cars, 
track, buses and other items 
needed to upgrade or expand old 
systems. Ford pointed out that 
for the first time the capital 
grant program includes funds — 
$500 million — for public 
transportation in rural areas. 
Cities will have to match the 
funds for operating subsidies on 
a 50-50 basis while localities 
seeking capital grants must put 
up at least 20ro of the cost.

bike-in pool," Prasch said. 


Parents "would like to see this 


(pool) enclosed, so the kids can 
use it in the winter," Prasch 
said. The city currently has no 
funds for an enclosure, but the 
pool's construction would allow 
that separately later, he said. 


Prasch reported that in chec- 


king the requirements of the 
Family Educational Rights and 
Privacy Act of 1974 against 
board policy, "Our own inter- 
pretation is that we're in confor- 
mance." 


Access To Files 


The act, part of the 1974 


Education Amendments, opens 
access of student files to 
students and parents, restricts 


unauthorized access and 
challenges of material in the 
files thought to be questionable 
or inaccurate. 


"We've not had a lot of 


parents come in to look at the 
(student) records," Prasch said, 
noting the "biggest problem 
relates to misinterpretation of 
data, such as intelligence tests." 
He said parents may see the files 
at any time. 


Prasch also reviewed the 


board policy on due process for 
students, for example, who have 
been suspended. Students may 
now be held out of school for 
five school days at the prin- 
cipal's discretion, and 10 days 
beyond that pending work such 
as with social service agencies to 
deal with student problems, 
before reinstatement 
is 


required. 


Prasch said in some cases, that 


time limit is being exceeded to 
make the best possible 
arrangements for the student. 
But "this could come up over 
and over again," he said, and 
will recommend board policy ac- 
tion later. 


The superintendent reviewed 


proposed changes in the policy 
on building use by students and 
the public. The new policy, to be 
acted on next month, would 
allow Saturday building use, and 
— with board approval — on 
Sundays after noon. 


Prasch said he met Tuesday 


with Robert Eicher, area presi- 
dent of the Southeast Nebraska 
Technical Community College 
(SeTech), about the college's op- 
tions to use Whittier or Bryan 
Schools as the SeTech Lincoln 
campus. 


Jack F. Dodds, Beattie School 


principal, reported on elemen- 
tary schools' study of technology 
use, including films, educational 
television and computers. He 
said a committee is meeting with 
teachers on a personal basis in 
each elementary school to deter- 
mine needs. 


Possibilities, Dodds said, 


include placing one or two com- 
puters temporarily in each 
elementary School through May, 
1975, to allow teachers and 
students to see how they work. 


In computer-managed instruc- 


tion, Prasch said, mtormation 
can be stored on a child's 
progress in school and the com- 
puter can help determine what 
the child's next academic step 
should be. 


Teacher Planning 


The computer would also im- 


prove teacher planning, allowing 
instant information on film 
ordering, for example. 


Other considerations include 


going strictly to color TV use, 
videotape to supplement the 
film library and licensure of the 
schools to broadcast videotape 
shows, Dodds said. 


The elementary study com- 


mittee will develop recommen- 
dations in January, for a final 
report and possible board action 
in February, Dodds said. 


Prasch reported that despite 


delays required in pouring con- 
crete at the new $1.3 million 
school in Southwood Addition, 
contractors still are "ahead of 
schedule." But he said problems 
in getting steel could delay the 
anticipated Sept. 1975 opening. 


The board scheduled its next 


meetings for Dec. 10 and 17.

The Lincoln Symphony appeared in 


concert with guest pianist Rudolph Firkusny 
Tuesday evening in O'Donnell Auditorium. 


Firkusny is an artist with an international 


music reputation and his exceptional ability 
was much in evidence when he performed 
the Brahms Concerto for Piano No. i in D 
Minor. 


The Brahms Concerto does not have the 


usual flashy display of pianistic technique 
that is so prevalent in many of the 19th Cen- 
tury piano concertos. It is rather a piano 
totally integrated with the orchestra and was 
not first conceived as a concerto, but rather a 
sonata for two pianos and a symphony. 


The concerto took a total of five years to 


compose and now stands high among the 
standard repertoire of piano literature. A 
pianist of mature technical abilities, of great 
strength and of sensitivity to Brahmsian 
interpretation is required. 


Firkusny had no difficulty meeting those 


difficult requirements. 


To many musicians Brahms composed 


some of the most difficult music of his time. 
The music is deceiving to the listener, but 
the subtle demands placed upon the per- 
former are almost frustrating to everyone. 
The accompaniment to the concerto is 
typical to some of those problems. The 
orchestra succeeded in most cases and came 


close in other instances. 


Noticeably weak was a lack of concentra- 


tion in the first movement which caused 
some poor attacks, releases and muddy 
ensemble playing. The second movement 
had some beautiful moments except for an 
occasional intonation problem which may 
have been worsened by the extremely warm 
auditorium. The third movement has a dif- 
ficult fugato-subject in the string sections, 
but the movement came off quite respec- 
tably. 


Leo Kopp, Lincoln Symphony conductor, 


chose some interesting orchestral works in 
the opening half of the concert. First on the 
program was a delightful rendition of 
Rossini's Overture to the opera, "The 
Thieving Magpie." Anyone who enjoys the 
operas of Rossini can appreciate the piece 
with its lilting tunes and exciting crescendos. 


The Ravel Suite, "Le Tombeau de 


Couperin," was excellent contrast in mood. 
The work was originally written for piano 
and later scored for reduced orchestration. It 
is a marvelous piece of delicate texture with 
some outstanding solo work performed by 
principal oboeist, Robert 0'Boyle. 


The final work on the first half featured 


another operatic composer, Benjamin 
Britten. The orchestra did some excellent 
playing of "Four Sea Interludes" from the 
opera, "Peter Grimes."

Omaha (AP) — State Sen. 


John Cavanaugh of Omaha said 
Tuesday the University of 
Nebraska Board of Regents' 
acceptance of Pershing College 
in Beatrice was an improper and 
possibly illegal move.- 


Cavanaugh said he has asked 


the legislature's fiscal analyst, 
Eldin Ehrlich, for a report on 
the board's action at a meeting 
in Omaha last Friday. 


The senator said he wanted to 


know the legitimate need re- 
gents have for the Pershing cam- 


pus, how the college was 
acquired and "the relationship 
between the regents and the 
University Foundation." 


The board voted unanimously 


to accept the Beatrice campus as 
a gift and asked that the move be 
approved by the University 
Foundation, a private organiza- 
tion of citizens set up to accept 
gifts to the university. 


Cavanaugh said the regents 


did not conduct a public hearing 
30 days before accepting the gift 
as required by a law adopted in 


the last session of the legislature. 


If the hearing was not 


necessary because the gift was to 
the foundation rather than the 
state, Cavanaugh said, then the 
regents "have violated the spirit 
of the law. They have tried to 
circumvent it." 


The senator said "when you 


say you're accepting something 
at no cost to taxpayers it is not 
true. Something will be done 
with the Pershing College cam- 
pus that will require a future 


obligation to taxpayers." 


Kermit Wagner of Schuyler, 


chairman of the regents proper- 
ty committee, said the accept- 
ance complied with the law. 


Wagner said the board was 


not, technically, accepting the 
college but that it was given to 
the foundation; therefore, there 
was no need for a hearing. 


Wagner added that "it's the 


way we have handled all gifts in 
the past." 


The regent said "we don't an- 


ticipate any expenses to the state 
of any kind for Pershing for at 
least two years and possibly four 
years. Beyond that depends on 
the use of the property." 


The campus has been sug- 


gested as a headquarters for the 
State University of Nebraska 
(SUN) 
program and for ag- 


ricultural agencies.

The antics department was primarily 


staffed by saxaphone player and vocalist 
Napoleon Murphy Brock and Ruth 
Underwood on percussion, vines and marim- 
bas. 


Murphy, who was picked up by Zappa 


about a year and a half ago playing in a bar in 
Hawaii, produced some beautiful music with 
his saxaphone and some wild gyrations with 
his body. 


Ms. Underwood, who has been with Zappa 


for four or five years, was trained at the 
Juliard School of Music, and her training 
showed as she moved across the vibes, 
marimbas, bells and gong. 


Chester Thompson on drums provided a 


sense of stability, while the group moved in 
and out of regular cuts from albums and im- 
provisations. 


Much of Zappa's concert performance is 


made up of both instrumental and lyrical im- 
provisations. The improvisations may range 
from airplane flights, to girls met, to hotels 
the group has stayed in. 


One of the highlights was "Montana" a 


rock-classical composition about moving to 
Montana and raising dental floss. 


For those who have been away from Zap- 


pa's music for over five years, George Duke 
on keyboards brought on touches of nostalgia 
as he laid down sounds from earlier albums. 


Duke has been playing with Zappa for 


about four years and has cut two or three 
albums of his own. 


One difficulty the group was fighting to 


overcome was the loss of regular bass player 
Tom Fowler to a broken arm he got in a 
touch football game a few days ago. 


Bass chores were taken over by Birdlegs, 


who was picked up in Atlanta, Ga., and had 
been playing with the group for two days 


Acting as a team, Fowler pointed to cards 


with chords marked on them while Birdlegs 
transferred the signals to the guitar. 


In his 10th year of performing, Zappa is 


concluding a five week tour of the South and

The Lincoln Sy m p hony ap p eared in 
concert with gu est p ianist Ru d olp h Firku sny 
Tu esd ay ev ening in O’Donnell Au d itoriu m. 
Firku sny is an artist with an international 
mu sic rep u tation and his ex cep tional ability 
was mu ch in ev id ence when he p erformed 
the Brahms Concerto for Piano No. 1 in D 
Minor. 


The Brahms Concerto d oes not hav e the 
u su al flashy d isp lay of p ianistic techniq u e 
that is so p rev alent in many of the 19th Cen­ 
tu ry p iano concertos. It is rather a p iano 
totally integrated with the orchestra and was 
not first conceiv ed as a concerto, bu t rather a 
sonata for two p ianos and a sy mp hony . 


The concerto took a total of fiv e y ears to 
comp ose and now stand s high among the 
stand ard rep ertoire of p iano literatu re. A 
p ianist of m atu re technical abilities, of great 
strength and of sensitiv ity to Brahmsian 
interp retation is req u ired . 


Firku sny had no d ifficu lty meeting those 
d ifficu lt req u irem ents. 
To many mu sicians Brahms comp osed 
some of the most d ifficu lt mu sic of his time. 
The mu sic is d eceiv ing to the listener, bu t 
the su btle d emand s p laced u p on the p er­ 
form er are almost fru strating to ev ery one. 
The accom p anim ent to the concerto is 
ty p ical to some of those p roblems 
The 
orchestra su cceed ed in most cases and came 


close in other instances. 
Noticeably weak was a lack of concentra­ 
tion in the first mov ement which cau sed 
some p oor attacks, releases and mu d d y 
ensemble p lay ing. The second mov em ent 
had some beau tifu l mom ents ex cep t for an 
occasional intonation p roblem which may 
hav e been worsened by the ex tremely warm 
au d itoriu m. The third mov ement has a d if­ 
ficu lt fu gato-su bject in the string sections, 
bu t the mov ement came off q u ite resp ec­ 
tably . 


Leo Kop p , Lincoln Sy mp hony cond u ctor, 
chose some interesting orchestral works in 
the op ening half of the concert. First on the 
p rogram was a d elightfu l rend ition of 
R ossini’s O v ertu re to the op era, "T h e 
Thiev ing Magp ie” Any one who enjoy s the 
op eras of Rossini can ap p reciate the p iece 
with its lilting tu nes and ex citing crescend os. 


The R av el Su ite, “ Le T om beau d e

The need for additional skilled 
nursing home or extended care 
facilities in the Lincoln area was 
brought formally to the attention 
of the Lancaster County Health 
Planning Council (LCHPC) at 
that group’s monthly meeting 
Tuesday.

Nebraska Health Planning Coun­ 
cil (SeNHPC), Lincoln General 
Hospital Administrator Robert 
Brungard noted the hospital’s 
difficulty in finding facilities for 
patients who cannot be dis­ 
charged to their homes “and yet 
do need some type of care.” 
That situation “causes a finan­ 
cial hardship on the hospital,” 
Brungard continued. Patients 
who do not require the acute 
care provided in a hospital set­ 
ting are not eligible for coverage 
by “third party payers," the 
letter stated. 
And when they are forced — 
by the shortage of facilities that 
would meet the level of care 
they need — to remain in the 
hospital, the hospital frequently 
bears “the financial burden.” 
Direction 
Brungard suggested in the 
letter that the planning council 
assist in developing “the direc­ 
tion that this issue would need to 
take” and enforcing “on third 
party payers their responsibility 
to assist with support as 
programmed until those beds 
are developed within the com­ 
munity, if there is a need for 
those beds.” 
Commenting on the letter, 
Joern said that “this has been 
somewhat of a pressing issue for 
some time.”

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Exotic Pets Are'Endangered'Species''For Pet Stores

Newspapers are often criticized for 


printing only worrisome news about 
the floundering economy, Watergate 
or the elections. 


But here was a bright, take-your- 


mind-off-your-troubles assignment on 
an otherwise dreary list: Check with 
pet stores to see what pet fads have 
developed. 


Even the best-laid plans sometimes 


flop. 


Come to find out, not only have two 


local pet shops closed up in the past 
six months, but the others are having a 
heck of a time stocking "exotic" 
animals to sell. 


Officials in the U S. Dept. of the 


Interior say that if they have their 
way, importation of wildlife possibly 
"injurious to human beings, agr- 
iculture, horticulture, forestry and 
native wildlife" will soon be tightened 
even more. 


Proposals regulating wildlife im- 


ports "assume everything is 
dangerous until proven not 
dangerous," a spokesman for the 
Interior Dept. in Washington, D.C 
said Friday. 


The evidence against imported 


animals is piling up on all sides: 


— At least eight persons a year are 


bitten by imported venomous snakes. 


Exotic pets in 1972 bit 163 persons in 
New York City alone. 


- Small turtles bought in pet stores 


cause an estimated 40,000 cases of 
salmonella poisoning annually. Im- 
ported monkeys can infect humans 
with tuberculosis and hepatitis. 


— Venomous fish set free in the 


wild have poisoned and paralyzed peo- 
ple. The African clawed frog, 
presumably let loose in southern 
California, have overrun the San 
Diego County Sweetwater Reservoir. 


— Newcastle's disease, brought in 


by parrots and myna birds, killed 
more than 11 million chickens in 
California in 1973. 


If the import regulations take effect 


after the first of next year, as planned, 
they will have a significant impact on 
the pet industry, said Lynn A. 
Greenwalt, director of the Interior 
Department's fish and wildlife ser- 
vice 


All species not listed as "low risk" 


wildlife would be prohibited from im- 
portation, except under a strict permit 
system, Greenwalt explained. 


The ornamental aquarium fish and 


accessories trade is likely to suffer 
most, he said.' 


Bird importation would be reduced 


by about 50%; trade in mammals 
would be cut about 45%; imports of 
reptiles would drop about 95% and 
importing amphibians would fall 
about 15%, he said. 


Nonetheless, "this is the direction 


we will go," the department 


spokesman said, "unless there are 
some really good reasons why not." 


Mary Yeany of Mary's Pet Shop, 


' 
3243 S. 10th, thinks she has as good a 
reason as any why not. 


She said the current import restric- 


tions are killing her business. 


Mrs. Yeany, who has been in the pet 


trade for 15 years, said she can't buy 
many kinds of animals anymore. 


"There isn't an animal I didn't have 


in my shop at one time or another," 
she said, "until the government came 
in and kind of stopped it." 


Some birds, such as macaws, 


parrots, canaries and cockatiels can be 
imported, but are subject to rigid 
quarantine. During the 12-week 
waiting period, many perish. 
Consequently there are fewer birds for 
sale and prices have doubled, even 
tripled in recent months. 


Mrs. Yeany said she has resorted to 


buying most of her animals locally or 
from breeders in nearby states. 


Diane Kolaric, manager of the pet- 


departments at local Treasure City 
stores, also reported business drag- 
ging. 


"Everything left in the cages came 


in before the latest ban," she said. 
"Now I buy all my animals locally and 
what I can't buy I raise myself." 


One local pet store reporting fairly 


normal traffic is Pet Land at llth and 
N. Former kennel owner Tom Deason 
opened the shop last July. 


"The pet business is rough," he 


said, "but so far we seem to be 


holding our own. We're about even 
with the national averages as far as 
sales go. 


"The economic conditions could 


slow up business considerably, 
though," he said. "Pets are something 
people can live without." 


In fact, he added, dog sales dropped 


considerably just since the City Coun- 
cil passed its "anti-barking or- 
dinance." 


On Nov. 4, the council authorized 


Lincoln policemen to issue citations if 
dogs were either not licensed, running 
loose or barking. That ordinance goes 
into effect Tuesday. 


"I didn't think it would hurt us," he 


said, "But I guess it was the straw that 
broke the camel's back." 


Otherwise, Deason said, he's 


noticed more people buying the "easy 
care" animals. 


"It runs in age groups," he said. 


Smaller kids go for hamsters, gerbils 
and guinea pigs. Middle-aged 
customers buy dogs and fish. And the 
old-timers "are mostly lookers and 
talkers, but not many buyers," he 
said. 


"One elderly man comes in several 


times a week and goes around to every 
cage and talks to the dogs," he said. 
"He apparently had a dog of his own 
at one time or another... Now he just 
visits ours." 
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Some Counse ors Can Add To Your Sex Problems

Group sex clinics, nude marathons, 


massage parlor therapy, sex week-ends, 
graphic how-to-do-it books on sexual 
technique — they are all being used today 
in "sex counseling" sessions. And'many of 
these sexual hootenannies are being run by 
charlatans who learned their trade in three- 
day crash courses. 


"Anyone can call himself a sex 


counselor, hang out his shingle and operate 
out of his bedroom," says Dr. Patrick 
Schiller, executive director of the 
American Association of Sex Educators 
and Counselors, based in Washington, D.C. 
'"There are no legal standards, no licensing 
requirements, no federal regulations, and 
no medical restraints." 


The national, non-profit association 


(AASEC; was founded seven years ago to 
bring order out of chaos in the fields of sex 
educating and sex counseling. The or- 
ganization plans to publish a state-by-state 
roster of sex educators they have certified 
by December. 


And during October, eight nationally-

known members of AASEC met in New 
York City to draw up certification criteria 
for sex counselors. They are also 
developing a roster for sex counselors 
scheduled to come out in January. 


(Sex "educators" work in schools and 


elsewhere. "Counselors" solve individual's 
problems. Many sex therapists are both.) 


Dr. Schiller says, "This-is an attempt to 


police ourselves. It's the first lime in the 
world anyone has tried such an accredita- 
tion program, and there is a desparate need 
for it." She continues, "We feel that to be ' 
qualified, a sex counselor should have a 
master's degree in a behavioral science and 
at least one year of supervised counseling 


— or the equivalent in accumulated 
experience." 
' She sums up, "We must take into ac- _ 
count the body of knowledge the sex 
counselor needs; his or her professional at- 
titudes and behavior; and, of course, the 
skills needed to do the job." 


Sex therapy is a bountiful business, the 


experts admit, and no wonder. Sexual in- 
compatibility is the most common cause of 
marital failure in this country. And more __ 
than 50% of American marriages suffer 
from "sexual dysfunction" — an inability 
to achieve orgasm. 


But in addition to being able to treat 


such problems as impotence, Dr. Schiller 
stresses that counselors must be qualified 
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to deal with a much wider range of 
experiences. "The public has a very narrow 
view of the work of sex counselors, 
equating it .with problems of orgasm. 


"Children have problems associated with 


sexual development — masturbation, 
sexual fantasies, 
homosexual urges, 


teenage pregnancy. Parents have problems 
chatting in the home with their children 
about sexual topics. Young adults may be 
disturbed about their dating experiences — 
everything from boys seeing prostitutes to 
girls dating married men." 


She goes on, "Then there are the 


problems older people have with sexual ad- 
justment — menopause, prostrate surgery, 
diminishing sexual potency. The ill often 


have sexual traumas. And many adults 
suffer confusion about their gender identi- 
ty — their sex roles in a changing 
society..." 


Dr. Schiller says "instant sex counselors" 


can't deal with these problems, and neither 
can the well-meaning but incompetent 
amateur. 


What can the average couple with sex 


problems do about the irresponsible 
helpers' 


Dr. Schiller outlines what route couples 


usually travel. "If they don't have a 
dramatic difficulty, they probably try one 
of the popular sex manuals. They are non- 
threatening books, illustrating variations of 
jexual behavior, and they can give a person 


a better image of himself. 


"Next, the couple might go to the family 


doctor. If the physician is very 
sophisticated, and he sees there are no 
physical problems, he will undoubtedly 
refer them to a competent specialist ... 


If the couple hasn't solved their problem 


up to this point, they are easy prey for the 
quack in the street corner clinic. The 
AASEC says these hustlers have done in- 
ealcuable harm, but cannot be stopped at 
least until there are files available of cer- 
tified sex counselors who are committed to 
a code of professional ethics. 


"Out certified personnel won't be 


seeking to help deeply disturbed people,'' 
she said, "but rather those who are 
perplexed and anxious about their sexual 
identity, their sexual roles These people 
should be able to find reliable help easily." 


She adds, "The need is so great that we 


hope to eventually certify thousands of sex 
educators and counselors. But we need 
people whose compassion is matched by 
competence.''

Mrs. Donald F. Howe knew 


that Nebraska was Number 1 
years before she even moved to 
the United States. 


The Latvian native, whose 


family fled from their homeland 
at the end of World War E and 
later immigrated to the United 
States, knew about Nebraska 
and Roberts milk from Dr. Karl 
Ulmanis, the president of Latvia 
before the German takeover. 


Dr. Ulmanis, who studied at 


the University of Nebraska, was 
president of the tiny Balkan 
country during its short history 
of freedom between the two 
world wars. 


Mrs. Howe, a Lincoln mother 


of two and a naturalized citizen, 
spoke of freedom and the 


greatness of America during the 
Women's Interclub Council 
monthly meeting Tuesday. 


After living under three forms 


of government — communism, 
Naziism and a free democratic 
society — her way of saying 
"thank you" for the freedoms 
she has found in the United 
States is to give speeches for 
local organizations about her 
love of her adopted land. 


During World War H "we 


were expecting a takeover at any 
time," Mrs. Howe said. "It 
always seems to come at night 
and you wake up to a new form 
of government" — a Godless, 
ruthless, immoral government 
imposed by a minority on the 
majority. 


What she learned under com- 


II 


.nunism and Naziism was fear, 
said Mrs. Howe. 


"When I first came to America 


I wouldn't be talking to you 
here; I wouldn't have trusted 
you," she said. 


And what has impressed her 


the most about Americans is 
their friendliness and help- 
fulness. 


In fact, the first Americans she 


met — three American soldiers 
in Germany — were unlike other 
soldiers she had seen during the 
war. These men were friendly 
and left her with a pack of Juicy 
Fruit gum. 


"They were walking down the 


street, chewing a mile a 
minute," said Mrs. Howe, who 
knowing nothing about gum, 
assumed that since Americans 
had so much food maybe they 


just chewed all day long. 


Mrs. Howe, who had dreamed 


of coming to'America, has also 
been impressed with the 
American form of government 
and with the freedoms 
Americans enjoy. 


"I wish I had a magic formula 


to tell you what freedom means 
to me. It's l|ke telling someone 
about hunger, who has never 
been hungry," she said. 


The American constitution 


sets forth the best form of 
government invented by man, 
though there is still plenty of 
room for improvement, said 
Mrs Howe. 


"My wish would be to take 


every disatisfied American on 
my own guided two-week trip 
behind the Iron Curtain," she 
said. 
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More people in industrial 


countries are suffering from 
heartburn, for reasons medical 
researchers cannot fully explain.

"It 
may be a combination of many 
things. But we do feel it is con- 
nected with the way we live in 
the industrialized countries 
because it is not increasing m the 
other countries."

lelegraphed-iilcers. according to 
Dr. Amdrup. who spoke at a 
seminar on the potentials for an 
abdominal operation at the third 
international congress on 
digestive diseases and ailments 
in Chicago. 


Surgeons from Japan, 


Belgium. Canada, Sweden, 
Brazil. Italy, Russia and other in- 
dustrialized nations heard Dr. 
Amdrup describe the operation 
in which vagus nerves stat 
stimulate the acide production 
are severed. 


In the operation, the nerve 


ends near the stomach are 
severed. Dr. Amdrup said the 
operation holds promise for the 
physical treatment of the 
duodenal ulcer but he adds, the 
techniques are not yet perfected. 


The operation is the ultimate 


step in curing the ulcer which if 


left go, can cause serious inter- 
nal problems, although the 
duodenal ulcer does not become 
cancerous. 


The ulcer can be treated in 


some patients by drugs, but if 
that fails, the operation, called a 
vasgotomy, is considered the ul- 
timate answer. 


But the operation is being too 


widely used, Dr. Amdrup 
believes. He said that much 
more research needs to be done 
to determine how best the 
operation can be performed.

Come to find ou t, not only hav e two 
local pet shops closed u p in the past 
SIX months, bu t the others are hav ing a 
heck of a time stocking “ex otic” 
animals to sell. 


Officials in the C.S Dept, of the 
Interior say that if they hav e their 
wily , importation of wild life possibly 
“ inju riou s to hu man beings, agr­ 
icu ltu re, horticu ltu re, forestry * and 
nativ e wild life" will soon be tightened 
ev en more. 


IVoposals regu lating wild life im­ 
ports

d angerou s." a spokesman for the 
Interior Dept, in Washington, DC. 
said Frid ay . 


The ev id ence against imported 
animals is piling u p on all sid es: 


— At least eight persons a v ear are 
bitten by imported v enomou s snakes. 


Ex otic pets in 1972 bit 163 persons in 
New York City alone. 
Small tu rtles bou ght in pet stores 
cau se an estimated 4 0.000 cases of 
.salmonella poisoning annu ally . Im­ 
ported monkey s can infect hu mans 
with tu bercu losis and hepatitis. 
— Venomou s fish set free in the 
wild hav e poisoned and paraly zed peo­ 
ple. The African clawed frog, 
presu mably let loose in sou thern 
California, hav e ov erru n the San 
Diego Cou nty Sweetwater Reserv oir. 
— New’castle's d isea.se, brou ght in 
by parrots and my na bird s, killed 
more than 11 million chickens in 
California in 1973. 
If the import regu lations take effect 
after the first of nex t y ear, as planned , 
they will hav e a significant impact on 
the pet ind u stry , said Ly nn A 
Cireenwalt, d irector of the Interior 
Department’s fish and wild life ser­ 
v ice. 
All species not listed as “low risk" 
wild life wou ld be prohibited from im­ 
portation, ex cept u nd er a strict permit 
sy stem, Greenwalt ex plained . 
The ornamental aqu ariu m fish and 
acces.sories trad e is likely to su ffer 
most, he said . 


Bird importation wou ld be red u ced 
by abou t 5 0%; trad e in mammals 
wou ld be cu t abou t 4 5 %; imports of 
reptiles wou ld d rop abou t %% and 
importing amphibians wou ld fall 
abou t 157 c, he said . 
Nonetheless, “this is the d irection 
we will go,” the d epartm ent 


spokesman .said , “u nless there are 
some really good reasons why not.” 
Mary Yeany of Mary ’s Pet Shop, 
324 3 S. 10th, thinks she has as good a 
reason as any why not. 
She .said the cu rrent import restric­ 
tions are killing her bu siness. 
Mrs. Yeany , who has been in the pet 
trad e for 15 y ears, said she can’t bu y 
many kind s of animals any more. 
"There isn’t an animal I d id n’t hav e 
in my shop at one time or another,” 
she said , “u ntil the gov ernment came 
in and kind of stopped it.” 
Some bird s, su ch as macaws, 
parrots, canaries and cockatiels can be 
imported , bu t are su bject to rigid 
qu arantine. Du ring the 12-week 
w aiting period , many perish. 
Consequ ently there are fewer bird s for 
sale and prices hav e d ou bled , ev en 
tripled in recent months. 
Mrs. Yeany said she has resorted to 
bu y ing most of her animals locally or 
from breed ers in nearby states. 
Diane Kolaric, manager of the pet 
d epartments at local Treasu re City 
stores, also reported bu siness d rag- 


“Ev ery thing left in the cages came 
m before the latest ban.” she said . 
“Now I bu y all my animals locally and 
what I can’t bu y I raise my self.” 


One local pet store reporting fairly 
normal traffic is Pet Land at 11th and 
N. Former kennel owner Tom Deason 
opened the shop last Ju ly . 


“The pet bu siness is rou gh,” he 
said , “bu t so far we seem to be 


hold ing ou r own. We’re abou t ev en 
with the national av erage as far as 
sales go. 


“The economic cond itions cou ld 
slow u p bu siness consid erably , 
thou gh.” he said . “Pets are something 
people can liv e withou t.” 


In fact, he ad d ed , d og sales d ropped 
consid erably ju st since the City Cou n­ 
cil passed its “ anti-barking or­ 
d inance.” 


On Nov . 4 , the cou ncil au thorized 
Lincoln policemen to issu e citations if 
d ogs were either not licensed , ru nning 
loose or barking. That ord inance goes 
into effect Tu esd ay . 


“I d id n’t think it wou ld hu rt u s,” he 
said . “Bu t I gu ess it was the straw that 
broke the camel’s back.” 


Otherwise, Deason said , he’s 
noticed more people bu y ing the “easy 
care” animals.

'There are no legal stand ard s, no licensing 
requ irements, no fed eral regu lations, and 
no med ical restraints” 
The national, non-profit association 
(AASEC) was fou nd ed sev en y ears ago to 
bring ord er ou t of chaos in the’ field s of sex 
ed u cating and sex cou nsebng. The or­ 
ganization plans to pu blish a state-by -state 
roster of sex ed u cators they hav e certified 
by 1 >ecember. 
And d u ring October, eight nationally -

(Sex "ed u cators” work in schools and 
elsewhere, “( ou nselors” solv e ind iv id u al’s 
problems. Many sex therapists are both.) 


Dr. Schiller say s. “This is an attempt to 
police ou rselv es. It’s the first lime in the 
world any one has tried su ch an accred ita­ 
tion program, and there is a d esparate need 
for it.” She continu es, “We feel that to be 
qu alified , a sex cou nselor shou ld hav e a 
master’s d egree in a behav ioral science and 
at least one y ear of su perv ised cou nseling 


— or the equ iv alent in accu mu lated 
ex perience.” 
' 
She su ms u p, “We mu st take into ac­ 
cou nt the bod y of knowled ge the sex 
cou nselor need s; his or her professional at­ 
titu d es and behav ior; and , of cou rse, the 
skills need ed to d o the job.” 
Sex therapy is a bou ntifu l bu siness, the 
ex perts ad mit, and no wond er. Sex u al in­ 
compatibility is the most common cau se of 
marital failu re in this cou ntry . And more 
than 50% of American marriages su ffer 
from “sex u al d y sfu nction” — an inability 
to achiev e orgasm. 
Bu t in ad d ition to being able to treat 
su ch problems as impotence. Dr. Schiller 
stresses that cou nselors mu st be qu alified 


to d eal with a mu ch wid er range of 
ex periences. “The pu blic has a v ery narrow 
v iew of the work of sex cou nselors, 
equ ating it with problems of orgasm. 
“Child ren hav e problems associated with 
sex u al d ev elopment — mastu rbation, 
sex u al fantasies, homosex u al u rges, 
teenage pregnancy . Parents hav e problems 
chatting in the home with their child ren 
abou t sex u al topics. You ng ad u lts may be 
d istu rbed abou t their d ating ex periences — 
ev ery thing from boy s seeing prostitu tes to 
girls d ating married men.” 
She goes on, “ Then there are the 
problems old er people hav e with sex u al ad ­ 
ju stment — menopau se, prostrate su rgery , 
d iminishing sex u al potency . The ill often

hav e sex u al trau mas. And many ad u lts 
su ffer confu sion abou t their gend er id enti­ 
ty — their sex roles in a changing 
society . . . ” 
Dr. Schü ler say s “instant sex cou nselors” 
can't d eal with these problems, and neither 
can the well-meaning bu t incompetent 
amateu r. 
What can the av erage cou ple with sex 
problems d o abou t the irresponsible 
helpers’ 
Dr. Schiller ou tlines what rou te cou ples 
u su ally trav el. “If they d on’t hav e a 
d ramatic d ifficu lty , they probably try one 
of the popu lar sex manu als. They are non­ 
threatening books, illu strating v ariations of 
sex u al behav ior, and they can giv e a person 


ro b le ms 


a better image of himself 
“Nex t, the cou ple might go to the family 
d octor. If the phy sician is v ery 
sophisticated , and he sees there are no 
phy sical problems, he will u nd ou bted ly 
refer them to a competent specialist . . . 
If the cou ple hasn’t solv ed their problem 
u p to this point, they are easy prey for the 
qu ack in the street comer clinic. The 
AASEC say s these hu stlers hav e d one in- 
calcu able harm, bu t cannot be stopped at 
least u ntil there are files av aUable of cer­ 
tified sex cou nselors who are committed to 
a cod e of professional ethics. 
“Ou t certified personnel won’t be 
seeking to help d eeply d istu rbed people," 
she said , “bu t rather those who are 
perplex ed and anx iou s abou t their sex u al 
Id entity , their sex u al roles. These people 
shou ld be able to find reliable help easily ” 
She ad d s, “The need is so great that we 
hope to ev entu ally certify thou sand s of sex 
ed u cators and cou nselors. Bu t we need 
people whose compassion is matched by 
competence.”

After liv ing u nd er three fomis 
of gov ernment — commu nism, 
Naziism and a free d emocratic 
society — her way of say ing 
“thanic y ou ” for the freed oms 
she has fou nd in the United 
States is to giv e speeches for 
local organizations abou t her 
lov e of her ad opted land . 


Du ring World War II “we 
were ex peiling a takeov er at any 
tim e," Mrs. Howe said . “It 
alway s seems to come at night 
and y ou wake u p to a new form 
of gov ernment” — a God less, 
ru thless, immoral gov ernment 
imposed by a minority on the 
majority . 
What she learned u nd er com- 


.nu ni.sm and Naziism was fear, 
said Mrs. Howe. 
“When I first came to America 
I wou ld n’t be talking to y ou 
here, I wou ld n’t hav e tru sted 
y ou .” she said . 
And what has impressed her 
the most abou t Americans is 
their friend liness and help­ 
fu lness. 
In fact, the first Americans she 
met — three American sold iers 
in Germany — were u nlike other 
sold iers she had seen d u ring the 
war. These men were friend ly 
and left her with a pack of Ju icy 
Fru it gu m. 
“They were walking d own the 
street, chewing a mile a 
minu te,” said Mrs. Howe, who 
knowing nothing abou t gu m, 
assu med that since Americans 
had so mu ch food mav be thev 


ju st chewed all d ay long. 
.Mrs. Howe, who had d reamed 
of coming to‘America, has also 
been im pressed w ith the 
American form of gov ernment 
and w ith the fre e d om s 
Americans enjoy . 
“I wish I had a magic formu la 
to tell y ou what freed om means 
to me. It’s like telling someone 
abou t hu nger, who has nev er 
been hu ngr>’,” she said . 
The American constitu tion 
sets forth the best form of 
gov ernment inv ented by man, 
thou gh there is still plenty of 
room for improv ement, said 
Mrs. Howe.

•Staying Ahead' 


Cor Dealers Complaining 
About Crooked Customers 


By JANE BRYANT QUINN 
New York - Not long ago I 


wrote a column about a crooked 
car dealer and the techniques he 
uses to defraud his customers. It 
didn't win me any friends in the 
automobile business. I got a lot 
of tetters, most of them angry, 
arguing that any public discus- 
sion of dishonest selling tactics 
unfairly tars honest dealers 
along with the crooks. 
Therefore, they said, such a 
column shouldn't be printed. 


Needless to say, I disagree. It 


doesn't do any good to cover up 
bad business practices. But one 
dealer raised a corollary point I 
thought bore looking into. "Why 
doesn't somewone write about 
the crooked customer?" he 
asked "Don't you know that 
everyone lies about the condi- 
tion of his car when he trades it 
in? It's a joke among car dealers 
that they have to watch out for 
five lies per customer." So I 
started making inquiries. 


I didn't find any other dealer 


who thought that 100% of his 
customers lied. (One com- 
mented that is sounded like a 
"slight exaggeration.") But all 
agreed that a certain number of 
customers will cheerfully cheat 
in order to get a better price. 
Here are some of the ways they 
do it: 


— If the transmission is bad 


they'll load it up with fluid, 
which one dealer said would 
mask the problem for 50 or 60 
miles. Since dealers rarely drive 
the car much more than around 
the block, a Band-Aid repair job 
is sometimes all that's needed to 
fool the appraiser. 


— They keep their mouths 


shut about major things ,they 
know are wrong with the car,

like a dying engine or a bad rear 
end. They figure it's up to the 
dealer to find the problem and if 
he doesn't, that's his tough luck. 


- They hide the fact that the 


car was in a major accident. Yet 
in some states it's against the 
law for a dealer to resell such a 
car without telling his customer 
about it. 


— If they have an accident 


between the time of appraisal 
and actual trade-in, they'll try to 
mask it. Dents may be 
hammered out, and other 
cosmetic work done. Also, 
they'll fail to report any new 
mechanical problem that 
suddenly develops during this 
period. 


— If the car was appraised 


with new tires on it, the 
customer will replace them with 
worn ones before turning it in. 
This would be caught if the 
dealer checks the car carefully 
against the appraiser's sheet. 
But if the customer insists the 
sheet is mistaken, the dealer will 
sometimes let it go just to keep 
the peace. 


— There are still mechanics 


who will turn an odometer back 
for a customer, even though it's 
illegal. In the old days, one 
dealer confided, "95% of the 
odometers were turned back, 
either by the customer or the 


dealer. But it doesn't happen 
much any more. If you get 
caught, the penalties are too 
large." 


- They sell a car that has a 


lien on it. One dealer who got 
stuck with such a car told me the 
only way he could straighten it 
out was to pay off the debt 
himself. 


If they can, dealers take your 


car in for reconditioning before 
giving you a new one to drive 
away. Any major problem dis- 
covered during the overhaul can 
then be brought to the 
customer's attention, and the 
trade-in price adjusted. 
"Customers don't like this," one 
dealer told me, "but I'm not 
going to let them take me. It's 
pay the proper price or you don't 
get your new car." Unfortunate- 
ly, he added, this power can be 
abused: some dealers claim to 
have found faults that weren't 
really there. 


It's more difficult for the 


dealer if he doesn't find the 


" problem until the customer has 


driven his new car away. If the 
dealer thinks he's been cheated 
in a major way, he may come 
back at the customer and try to 
collect. But if the case would be 
too hard to prove, or the finan- 
cial damage is small, he may just 
absorb it as a business expense. 


Car dealers think it would be a 


good idea for customers had to 
sign a statement saying that they 
had disclosed all they knew 
about the car. It would still be 
difficult to prove that a customer 
had deliberately withheld infor- 
mation on mechanical problems, 
but they think that just having a 
paper to sign would encourage 
people to be honest.

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Staying Ahead 
Car Dealers Complaining 
About Crooked Customers 
By JANE BR YANT QITSN 
New York — Not long ago I 
wrote a column about a crooked 
car dealer and the techniques he 
uses to defraud his customers It 
didn't win me any friends in the 
automobile business I got a lot 
of letters, most of them angry, 
arguing that any public discus­ 
sion of dishonest selling tactics 
unfairly tars honest dealers 
along with the crooks. 
Therefore, they said, such a 
column shouldn't be printed 
Needless to say, I disagree It 
doesn't do any good to cover up 
bad business practices But one 
dealer raised a corollary point 1 
thought bore looking into. "Why 
doesn't somewone write about 
the crooked customer?" he 
asked "Don t you know that 
everyone lies about the condi­ 
tion of his car when he trades it 
in° It s a joke among car dealers 
that they have to watch out for 
five lies per customer." So I 
started making inquiries 
I didn't find any other dealer 
who thought that 100% of his 
customers lied 
(One com­ 
mented that is sounded like a 
"slight exaggeration” ) But all 
agreed that a certain number of 
customers will cheerfully cheat 
in order to get a better price 
Here are some of the ways they 
do it: 
— If the transmission is bad 
they'll load it up with fluid, 
which one dealer said would 
mask the problem for 50 or 60 
miles Since dealers rarely drive 
the car much more than around 
the block, a Band-Aid repair job 
is sometimes all that’s needed to 
fool the appraiser. 
— They keep their mouths 
shut about major things they 
know are wrong with the car.

like a dying engine or a bad rear 
end They figure it s up to the 
dealer to find the problem and if 
he doesn't, that's his tough luck. 


— They hide the fact that the 
car was in a major accident Yet 
in some states it’s against the 
law for a dealer to resell such a 
car without telling his customer 
about it. 


— If they have an accident 
between the time of appraisal 
and actual trade-in. they'll try to 
mask it. Dents may be 
hammered out. and other 
cosmetic work done. Also, 
they'll fail to report any new 
mechanical problem that 
suddenly develops during this 
period. 


— If the car was appraised 
with new tires on it, the 
customer will replace them with 
worn ones before turning it in. 
This would be caught if the 
dealer checks the car carefully 
against the appraiser's sheet. 
But if the customer insists the 
sheet is mistaken, the dealer will 
sometimes let it go just to keep 
the peace. 


— There are still mechanics 
who will turn an odometer back 
for a customer, even though it's 
illegal 
In the old days, one 
dealer confided, "95% of the 
odometers were turned back, 
either by the customer or the 
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San Francisco — "Thank 
goodness, that's over," said 
grandma She began cleanng the 
plates off the table Put the lef­ 
tover turkey in the ice box 
There were no automatic 
dishwashers in those screen door 
days. Dishes were washed by 
hand.

If they can, dealers take your 
car in for reconditioning before 
giving you a new one to drive 
away.

“Customers don’t like this," one 
dealer told me, "but I’m not 
going to let them take me. It’s 
pay the proper price or you don’t 
get your new car." Unfortunate­ 
ly, he added, this power can be 
abused; some dealers claim to 
have found faults that weren’t 
really there. 


It’s more difficult for the 
dealer if he doesn’t find the 
problem until the customer has 
driven his new car away. If the 
dealer thinks he’s been cheated 
in a major way. he may come 
back at the customer and try to 
collect. But if the case would be 
too hard to prove, or the finan­ 
cial damage is small, he may just 
absorb it as a business expense. 
Car dealers think it would be a 
good idea for customers had to 
sign a statement saying that they 
had disclosed all they knew 
about the car. It would still be 
difficult to prove that a customer 
had deliberately withheld infor­ 
mation on mechanical problems, 
but they think that just having a 
paper to sign would encourage 
people to be honest.

New York (AP) - The stock 
market recorded a moderate 
gain Tuesday on the strength of a 
mid-afternoon rally that brokers 
described as a response to the 
declines of the past two weeks. 
The Dow Jones average of 30 
industrials rose 5.32 to 617 36, an 
the New York Stock Exchange 
composite eommonstock index 
climbed .33 to 36.86. 
Advances outweighed declines 
795 to 544 among the 1,803 issues 
changing hands on the Big 
Board. 
NYSE volume remained light 
at 13.60 million shares. 
For the first half of the session 
the market showed little inclina­ 
tion to go anywhere, waverving 
close to Monday’s closing levels 
in very slow activity. But shortly 
after the lunch hour a round of 
buying appeared that carried the 
Dow to a gain of about 10 points 
at its peak. 


The enthusiasm waned in the 
final hour, after the United Mine 
Workers bargaining council 
adjourned a meeting on a new 
proposed coal industry contract 
settlement without voting on it. 
UMW members have now been 
on strike against the industry for 
more than two weeks. 
Brokers noted no single hard 
news development to account 
for the market’s gains. 


Some noted buying in hopes of 
an early end to the coal strike 
and pointed to interest in such 
coal issues as North American 
Coal, which rose 2V4 to 28. and 
Pittston, which was up 1 at 36. 
The general view appeared to 
be. at any rate, that internal 
forces within the market itself 
were enough to provide some 
upward impetus after the exten­ 
sive declines of last week and the 
week before.

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Quality Of State's Juvenile Services Said 'Poor' 


By DON WALTON

The quality of juvenile ser- 


vices in Nebraska is generally 
"poor." according to the consul- 
tant who has just completed a 
six:month survey mandated by 
the 1974 Legislature. 


The only exceptions Dr. 


Brian Sarata said he can 
readily think of would be in a 
few communities where local 
services are coordinated and a 
few residential facilities with 
"bright and committed staffs." 


But juvenile services in the 


state are generally "a hit-or-miss 
proposition," conducted without 
planning, without coordination, 
even without much public 
awareness, the University of 
Nebraska psychology professor 
said. 


'Amount Of Disarray' 


The "amount of disarray" was 


the biggest surprise he en- 


counterd in the $50,000 survey, 
Sarata told newsmen. 


"There is no planning and no 


coordination of child ser- 
vices ... no game plan," he 
said. "No one in state govern- 
ment is assigned to think 
through the program needs for 
kids. 


Sarata said most agencies do 


not have a "child advocate" on 
their staffs. "There is no person 
responsible for children and 
youth," he explained. It would 
be the responsibility of the child 
advocate, he believes, not to 
provide services, but to find the 
gaps in existing services. 


"Someone has to be assigned 


the responsibility for putting it 
together." 


Who Gets Job 


Sarata does not expect to 


recommend who should get the 
job. That's an administrative 
and political decision, he said. 


"We could mandate an 


existing agency to do the job, es- 
tablishing a core office to coor- 
dinate youth services and assist 
local communities," he 
suggested. 


Creation of a new state agency 


is not necessary, he said. 


With at least one unkind word 


for most agencies, Sarata un- 
veiled preliminary findings of 
the study to a crowd of 400 atten- 
ding the Nebraska Juvenile 
Justice Association conference 
Tuesday. 


'It Hurts Ui' 


The University of Nebraska- 


Lincoln psychology professor 
told his audience "when we 
don't have services available, it 
comes full circle and hurts us, 
.the adults." 


Although there are no 


statistics available to prove it, 
Sarata guesses that perhaps one 
in every three or four children 


needs some kind of extra help 
with problems beyond that 
which he may receive at home or 
in the school. 


National statistics indicate 


that 11% to 14% of the juvenile 
population needs some kind of 
mental health services. 


Another indicator of child 


needs is the 16,000 juvenile 


arrests in Nebraska each year, 
he noted. 


Improving juvenile services 


will cost money, Sarata 
acknowledges, but those costs 
must be balanced against the 
$11,000 price tag attached to 
each delinquent in terms of his 
estimated cost to the state, and 
other social costs. 


One of Sarata's suggestions to 


state legislators and ad* 
ministraton will be a "diver- 
sion" program which would 
allow county attorneys to divert 
juveniles from the criminal 
justice system to other services 
which could resolve their 
problems. 


Among them are drug and 


alcohol treatment or rehabilita- 
tion, he said.

Positive peer culture 


programs provide a much 
healthier climate in institutions, 
the superintendent of the Youth 
Development Center in Kearney 
said at the Nebraska Juvenile 
Justice Association Conference 
in Lincoln Tuesday. 


John S. McCarty told some 400 


persons interested in youth and 
youth services that positive peer 
culture is nothing but group 


therapy, a method that teaches 
people concern for others and 
trust of others. 


"When the participants are in- 


volved and responsible, the 
programs are successful," 
McCarty stressed. 


Incidents Plummet 


Since the new therapy was in- 


troduced at the center, McCarty 
noted that physical fights and

homosexual incidents are almost 
zero. 


Attesting to the success of the 


program was 17-year-old Mark 
who had gone through therapy at 
the center and just earned his 
release Monday. He told the 
audience of his struggle with 
drugs and his need for recogni- 
tion, even if it was negative. 


"Positive peer culture un- 


covered and strengthened things 
in me that were clouded over," 


- he admitted. "I get higher now 


on communication than I ever 
did on the best coke," he con- 
fided. 


Community Base 


Moving on from agencies and 


institutions, Judge W.W. Nuera- 
burger, Lancaster County 
Juvenile Court, indicated a 
national trend 
toward 


developing community-based 
correctional programs wherever 
possible. 


He also expects that juveniles 


charged with victimless crimes 
will eventually be removed from 
the court's jurisdiction. 


Referring to the Juvenile 


Justice and Delinquency Preven- 
tion Act of 1974, Nuemburger 
said "no law will have a greater 
effect on how we treat juveniles 
and what will happen to 
juveniles."

S. H. Brauer warned State 
Board of Education President 
Marily Fowler about a possible 
suit stemming from the handling 
of payments to school districts 
under LB403, which provides 
funds to pay most of the ad­ 
ditional costs of educating han­ 
dicapped children. 
At a special board meeting 
Monday, Gov. J. James Exon 
also criticized the foulup of 
payments. 
"It appears that the State 
Department of Education, 
which is responsible to your 
board, is allowing and en­ 
couraging these special funds to 
be channeled from the school 
districts into the general ad­ 
m inistrative expenses of 
Educational Service Units,” 
Exon said. 
Wanted To Speak 
Brauer had asked for an op­ 
portunity to speak at the 
meeting, but Mrs. Fowler 
proceeded with a motion to ad­ 
journ. 
Brauer told Mrs. Fowler 
"your ignoring my position is 
going to cause me to go to court. 
I ’ve got school boards who have 
gotten illegal payments. This 
whole thing is your circus, your 
show,” he said. 
The board instructed the 
Department of Administrative 


Services and the Education 
Department to come up with 
recommendations for solving 
problems caused by payments 
made incorrectly, and to 
recommend members of an ad­ 
visory group that will help set up 
future financial procedures. 
"There will be no more 
payments, period,” Brauer said. 
"All I have to do is hire an at­ 
torney and stop this foolishness 
from going any further. 
‘Documentation’ 
“ I just can’t believe what has 
happened. I have enough 
documentation here to choke a 
horse and you wouldn't let me 
present it,” Brauer said. 


During his testimony. Exon 
read letters from school districts 
which allegedly received 
payments under LB403. although 
the districts had no handicapped 
children. 
The attorney general will be 
asked for an opinion on whether 
school districts can make 
payments to ESUs for an­ 
ticipated or available services, 
even though they may have no 
handicapped children to use the 
services at the time payments 
are made. 
The opinion will be asked to 
differentiate between districts 
with existing ESU contracts, and 
those without them.

Banker: Key To Restoring Confidence Is Information

One way to stem the tide of 
declining confidence in business 
and government is "get the in­ 
formation out, good or bad,” a 
Minneapolis banker told 
Nebraska businessmen in Lin­ 
coln Tuesday. 
James L. Hetland Jr., vice 
president of the Urban Develop­ 
ment Department of the First 
National Bank of Minneapolis, 
was luncheon speaker at an 
American business seminar con­ 
ducted by the Nebraska Associa­ 
tion of Commerce and Industry 
Hetland said businessmen are 
"fooling themselves” if they 
think shareholders are their only 


constituents. 
Equal Responsibility 
“ Businesses have equal 
responsibilities to their 
employes and the public,” he 
maintained. 
Speaking on "social audit” he 
introduced to the seven-county 
Mmneapolis-St. Paul area. 
Many U.S. corporations "cop 
out" by giving their share of 
money, but ignoring whether or 
not it's being well spent, he said. 
Although my bank had a good 
record of contributions, the 
problem came when the dollar 
demand exceeded the number of 
dollars we had to give away,” he 
continued. 
"Our effort was the start of an 


attempt to set some proprities 
for philanthropic contributions.” 
What Are Priorities? 
Retracing some of his efforts, 
Hetland said he had no dif­ 
ficulties identifying the "real 
needs" of the community. The 
problems arose, he said, in 
determ ining 
“ re la tive 
priorities.” 
What was needed more, better 
housing or improved transpor­ 
tation? More environmental 
protection of better educational 
facilities? 
Seeking advice, he said he con­ 
tacted governmental agencies 
and the local university, but "I 
drew a complete blank. 
"There was just no way to get 


the information. 
.. "Unfor­ 
tunately,” he said, "I didn’t 
realize the way government 
works... It has the obligation to 
accumulate statistics, but not 
analyze them.” 
Professionals Reluctant 
Another "intriguing thing,” he 
said he discovered in his 
research was the reluctance of 
professionals to release informa­ 
tion. 
"They seem to think no one 
can understand their problems 
but other professionals,” he 
said. 
"We finally used what we 
could get. I won’t claim our 
methods were perfect, but it was 
the best we could do.”

For example, in 1973 housing 
was ranked number one, 
followed by education and 
public safety.

"which have done very well in 
the past,” he noted. 
"We did change our contribu­ 
tion policies and brought them 
more in line with the needs of 
the seven-county area,” he said, 


adding that several agencies 
were not very pleased with cut­ 
backs. 
“ Before, the system had 
always been ‘you scratch my 
back and I ’ll scratch yours,’ ” he 
said. 
“ We’re not saying we’re a 
perfect corporation,” he said, 
but we can say we’ve done this 
and this and this and here is the 
result.”

Pomona. Calif. (AP) — A 60- 
year-old roofer, disabled by a 
back injury suffered when he fell 
off a roof in 1971, has been aw­ 
arded $5.1 million in damages. 
A Superior Court jury awarded 
$123,600 compensation and 15 
million in punitive damages to 
Michael Egan in his suit against 
the Mutual of Omaha insurance 
company. 
"This verdict is a great con­ 
sumer victory,” Egan’s attorney, 
William Shemoff, said after the 
award was announced. He said 
the verdict will do more to 
correct bad insurance practices 
than anything else that has 
happened in the last 25 years. 
‘Case Is Precedent’ 
"This case is a precedent,” 
Shemoff added. 
The terms of Egan’s insurance 
policy called for him to receive 
$200 a month for life if he 
became disabled due to an acci­ 
dent, and $200 monthly for a 
period of three months if 
disabled by sickness, Shemoff 
said. He said Mutual treated 
Egan’s disability as a sickness. 


Shemoff said the $5 million 
punitive damages awarded Egan 
surpassed the previous record 
for such a case, and that he 
expected the insurance company 
to appeal the decision. 
‘We Will Appeal’ 
"We most certainly will ap­ 
peal,” said William Poindexter 
of Los Angeles, a Mutual at­ 
torney. 
"We feel quite certain the ver­ 


dict will be reversed, but if it is 
not it would set a precedent,” 
Poindexter said. 
Poindexter added that should 
a higher court fail to reverse the 
decision, the case could be a 
"cost-buster" for Mutual, and 
could mean higher premiums for 
Mutual policyholders in Califor­ 
nia.

He led the Jeffs to two Nebraska Class 
B state basketball titles. 


"I weighed about 225 pounds when I 


reported for practice last year," said Siegel, 
now hoping for a starting forward spot as he 
begins his sophomore year at Nebraska. "Now I 
weigh about 204. I know where I stand and I 
know what it-takes to get the job done. 


"It really didn't matter if I played better at 


204 or 225... Things weren't going to change," 
he said. "In order to play, I had to lose weight 
and that's what I did. I watched what I ate." 


Siegel bids for a starting spot when 


Nebraska opens its season Saturday at the NU 
Coliseum in a 7:35 p.m. game against South 
Dakota State. It will actually be Siegel's second 
game as he scored 12 points in the Huskers' an- 
nual red-shite intrasquad game last week. 


He said he is still conscious of what he eats. 


And it's that knowledge of weight reduction that 
has made him a better player. 


"It's (weight loss) helped me not only in 


my game but in my mental aspect and that's 
given me more motivation," he said. 


"I lost the weight slowly and did a lot of 


weight lifting," he explained. "It's not 
something that I can just forget about since I 
have to watch my weight all the time. I'll 
probably always have to watch my weight." 


Besides losing weight, Siegel has also lost 


the attitude that all standout prepsters possess 
when they begin their collegiate careers. 


"I'm more relaxed this year and it's a 


matter of having more confidence," he said. "I 
think everybody thinks they can step into a 
(college) program their first year, but good 
basketball players aren't put together overnight 


"I had a lot of things to learn when I came 


here," he added. "Not only in playing basket- 
ball but how to push myself and excel. And 
when the opponents relax that's the time to 
catch them off guard." 


As a freshman, Siegell participated in 19 


Nebraska games, scoring an average of 4.3 
points and snaring an average of 3.5 rebounds. 
His most impressive effort was a 26-point 


splurge to pace the Huskers to a 91-S8 triple- 
overtime victory over Iowa State. 


i. *.B4* ,Bob SieSel> who was Nebraska prep 
basketball for much of his Fairbury High 
School days, only started one game last season 
for Nebraska. 


That's something he hopes to better. 
"Last season we played some clubs (on the 


nonconference schedule) that, let's say were 
less than average," he said. "And we were win- 
ning and when you're winning you don't juggle 
your lineup. We won seven of our last nine 
games last year and we were still looking at 
other people (to start). 


"I 'hope to keep playing and keep im- 


proving. I look forward more to practices this 
year since I know I have a better chance to 
start." 


Siegel termed the Huskers' overseas trip 


this summer as a competitive experience which 
should aid Nebraska this season. 


"It was rough playing against players who 


were close to making it professionally in the 
United States,1' he said.

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McKay: Pac 8 Leaning

Losing Weight.

There really wasn’t much doubt about Bob 
Siegel s biggest problem last season. He had to 
lose some weight. That's what the Nebraska 
basketball coaches told him. 


As a prepster at Fairbury High School, the 6-7 
forward did everything. He earned every award 
possible. He led the Jeffs to two Nebraska Class 
B state basketball titles. 


“I weighed about 225 pounds when I 
reported for practice last year.” said Siegel, 
now hoping for a starting forward spot as he 
begins his sophomore year at Nebraska. “Now I 
weigh about 204. I know where I stand and I 
know what it takes to get the job done. 
“ It really didn’t matter if I played better at 
204 or 225 ... Things weren’t going to change,” 
he said. “In order to play, I had to lose weight 
and that’s what I did. I watched what I ate.” 
Siegel bids for a starting spot when 
Nebraska opens its season Saturday at the NU 
Coliseum in a 7:35 p.m. game against South 
Dakota State. It will actually be Siegel’s second 
game as he scored 12 points' in the Huskers’ an­ 
nual red-shite intrasquad game last week. 
He said he is still conscious of what he eats. 
And it's that knowledge of weight reduction that 
has made him a better player. 
“It's (weight loss) helped me not only in 
my game but in my mental aspect and that's 
given me more motivation,” he said. 
“I lost the weight slowly and did a lot of 
weight lifting,” he explained. “ Its not 
something that I can just forget about since I 
have to watch my weight all the time. I ll 
probably always have to watch my weight.” 
Besides losing weight, Siegel has also lost 
the attitude that all standout prepsters possess 
when they begin their collegiate careers. 
“I'm more relaxed this vear and it's a 
matter of having more confidence,” he said. “I 
think everybody thinks they can step into a 
(college) program their first year, but good 
basketball players aren’t put together overnight. 
“I had a lot of things to learn when I came 
here,” he added. “Not only in playing basket­ 
ball but how to push myself and'excel. And 
when the opponents relax that’s the time to 
catch them off guard.” 
As a freshman, Siegell participated in 19 
Nebraska games, scoring an average of 4.3 
points and snaring an average of 3.5 rebounds. 
His most impressive effort was a 26-pomt 


splurge to pace the Huskers to a 91-88 triple­ 
overtime victory over Iowa State. 


But Bob Siegel, who was Nebraska prep 
basketball for much of his Fairbury High 
School days, only started one game last season 
for Nebraska. 


That's something he hopes to better. 
“Last season we played some clubs (on the 
nonconference schedule) that, let’s say were 
less than average.” he said. “And we were win­ 
ning and when you’re winning you don’t juggle 
your lineup. We won seven of our last nine 
games last year and we were still looking at 
other people (to start). 
“I hope to keep playing and keep im­ 
proving. I look forward more to practices this 
year since I know I have a better chance to 
start.” 
Siegel termed the Huskers’ overseas trip 
this summer as a competitive experience which 
should aid Nebraska this season. 


“It was rough playing against players who 
were close to making it professionally in the 
United States,” he said. “They really weren't 
foreign teams and players. They handled the 
ball well and they had some pretty good teams.” 


The first indication of that may come on 
Saturday. At least that’s what Bob Siegel is 
hoping will occur.

“There's no question that the 
impetus to change the policy 
becomes stronger all the time.”

Vince went to the veer last 
season, but abandoned it for the Wildcats' game two weeks ago 
against Nebraska.

Last Saturday against Colorado, the Wildcats used the 


power-I some, but had quite a bit of success with the veer in 
posting an impressive victory over the Buffaloes. 


It really wasn't the offense or defense that caused Vince to 


throw in the towel, however. It was a simple matter of 
economics. The Wildcats bad seven home games and drew an 
average of only 24,700 fans, including a stadium record crowd of 
45,000 for intrastate rival Kansas. 


Of course, fans stopped turning out because the name of the 


game is "WIN" and the Wildcats didn't win often enough. It's 
sad, but true, that alumni demand a change and succeed in their 
-demands by hurting athletic department pocketbooks by not 
attending the games. 


Only 18,000 showed up for the Oklahoma State game Nov. 9 


and a mere 12,000 watched the win over Colorado last Saturday. 


Only Three Won At KSU 


Kansas State now will hire another coach, who probably 


won t do any better than Gibson because KSU lacks a winning 
tradition needed to attract enough athletes good enough to be 
inolded into a winning team. 


"Only three coaches in Kansas State history have ever 
succeeded in making the Wildcats a better than .500 team. Those 
were Zora Clevenger, who went 19-9-2 in four seasons (1916- 
1919), Charles Backman, who was 33-23-9 in eight seasons (1920- 
27). and Bo McMillm, who posted a 29-21-1 mark in six seasons 
(1928-33) 


Gibson's predecessor, Doug Weaver went 8-60-1 in his seven 


seasons before Vince took over. Gibson's record was 33-52-0 in 
eight years. 


Clevenger coached championship teams at Tennessee 


before coming to K-State and left to return to Indiana as athletic 
director. He hired McMillin from KSU and McMillin became 
the only coach in Indiana history to win more games than he 
lost 


Since two former K-State coaches had backgrounds at In- 


diana, I might suggest the Wildcats should hire Lee Corso, the 
present IU coach. Corso has a 3-19 record in two seasons with 
the Hoosiers (including a worst-m-history 1-10 this season). 


Corso's gimmickery-style of coaching filled the stands with an 


average of 48,396 fans a year ago despite a 2-9 season. The 
crowds tailed off to a 31,000-plus average this season, including 
just 30,000 for Michigan and 25.000 for Michigan State 


He could be in trouble now because of last Saturday's 38-17 


loss to rival Purdue, even though he has three more years to go 
on a five-year contract Purdue was smashed 51-0 the week 
before by Michigan and had a 4-6-1 season.
